Make sure the parking brake is set and the shift 
lever is in P.

If the shift lever is in a position other than P when turning off the hybrid system, the TOWER" 
switch will be turned to ACCESSORY mode, not to off.

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n EV Drive Mode (RX450H) 


In EV drive mode, the electric motor (traction motor), powered by the hybrid battery 
(traction battery), is used to drive the vehicle. 

This mode allows you to drive in residential areas early in the morning and late at night, or 
in indoor parking lots etc. without concern for noises and exhaust gas emissions. 

However, when the Vehicle Proximity Notification System is active, the vehicle may pro¬ 
duce sound. 

Turns EV drive mode on/off 

When EV drive mode is turned on, the EV 
drive mode indicator will come on. Pressing 
the switch when in EV drive mode will return 
the vehicle to normal driving (using the gaso¬ 
line engine and electric motor [traction 
motor]). 



Depending on the situation, it may not be possible to turn on EV drive mode. 
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Intuitive Parking Assist (If Equipped) 


The system uses a screen display, screen (vehicles with the Lexus Display Audio system) 
and a buzzer to inform the driver of obstacles near the vehicle when parking or driving at 
low speed. 

Owners of models equipped with a navigation system should refer to the “Navigation System 
Owner's Manual”.

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_Cruise Control (If Equipped) 


Cruise control allows the driver to maintain a constant speed without having to operate 
the accelerator pedal.

The vehicle-to-vehicle distance control mode maintains the preset cruising speed as long 
as no vehicle is detected ahead. 
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BSM (Blind Spot Monitor) (If Equipped) 


The Blind Spot Monitor is a system that assists the driver in making the decision to 
change lanes. 



H BSM main switch 

Pressing the switch turns the system on or off 
H Outside rear view mirror indicator 

When a vehicle is detected in the blind spot, the outside rear view mirror indicator on 
that side illuminates. If the turn signal lever is operated when a vehicle is in the blind spot, 
the outside rear view mirror indicator flashes. 

H BSM indicator 

When the system is on, the indicator will come on. 
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Head-up Display (If Equipped) 


The head-up display can be used to project vehicle speed and other information onto the 
windshield.

■ The audio mode display and/or the shift position and shift range display can be shown or 
hidden. Press and hold the head-up display main switch changes the display to the display 
on/off mode. Press the head-up display main switch to select the desired setting item. Press 
and hold the head-up display main switch to turn the display on/off. 

■ The head-up display may seem dark and hard to see when viewed through sunglasses, 
especially polarized sunglasses. 

Adjust the brightness of the head-up display or remove your sunglasses.
